PROFESSIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937,  adopted  the 
following  rule: 

Rule  No.  74G:  Membership  in  Professional  Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  have 
complete  freedom  in  selecting  the  professional  organizations  which  they 
may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  administrative 
officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher  organization  in  the  schools 
shall  be  fully  and  unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal  or  other  administra- 
tive officer  or  other  school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unprofessional 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to  this  rule  at  the 
beginning  of  each  school  term  by  means  of  a notice  in  the  Superintendent’s 
Bulletin.
